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The Annual Report of the Minister of 
Mines for 1904 ie just to hand and con- 
tains much valuable information of 
mines and mining operation, although 
ite publication is so very lute in the 
yeur. 

North East Kootenay ie not report 
very extensively. The Golden Mining 
Division being very briefly reported by 
J. E. Griffith, Gold Commissioner, and 
Windermere also well condensed by E. 
J. Scovil, Mining Recorder, but we have 
‘not the time to produce these repurte in 
thie issue. 

W. F. Roberteon, Provincial Miner- 
alugiet, has several interesting reports 
of his personal observations. 

From the report the following has been 
taken showing the progress of mining: 

The mineral vutput of the Pruviuce for 
the past year shows, ae to the grove value 
of the product, # distinct gain over the 
preceding year, and, as a matter of fact, 
is the greatest ever made by our nines, 


except that of 1901. ‘Lhie gross value for 

1904 is $18,977,359, and represents an in- 

©. vase over 1903 uf €1,481,400, or about 5) 
per cent. 

An analysia of the returns for the 
whule Province, shuwe, however, that 
thie increase has nut been general or 
equalin the varivus districts, or ae to 
the various miverale produced. The 
plaver guld output shows an increase of 
$44,880, which is muinly attributable to 
one district, Atlin, the other districts 
only about holding their own; while in 
t 10#e districte where the placer gold i> 
vbtained from the river bars, exposed 
only at lowest water, there is this year a 
marked falling off in productiyn, since 
the epring opened up early and the 
gradual melting of the snow in the 
mununtaines prevented any extremes of 
high or low water, 80 that the bare were 
not exposed and, therefure, could not be 
worked iv the manner, 

The districts showing an increase this 
year, named in the order of precedence, 
were Eust Kootenay, the Boundary, the 
Coast, and the Slocan, while the greatest 
decrease was in the Russland camp, this 
being accounted for by changes in tiie 
management of some of the producing 
companies, and by experiments as to the 
best metiods ef treatment of the low 
grade ore of the camp being conducted ; 
these temporarily retarded the output, 

The tonnage of the ore actually being 
mined in the Province has perhape a 
more direct bearing upon the general 
business prosperity of the local com- 
munity than have the values produced, 
inasmuch as it represents the amount of 
work actually taking place, and in this 
reapect the year 1004 shows a very great: 
ly increased vutput of ore, amounting to 
1,461,609 tons, an increase over the pre- 
ceding year of 175,433 tuns, or nearly 14 
per cent, 

To say that this increase was made 
chiefly by the Boundary, East Kootenay 
and Slocan districte, scarcely does these 
districts full justice, for not only have 
they made the increase shown, but they 
have aleo offeet decreases iu certain other 
districts. 

In discussing the increase in tonnage 
of ore mined it nvust be remembered that 
the tonnage mined in 1908, than whieh 
that of 1904 is greater by 14 per cent, 
wae iteelf greater than that of the pre- 
ceding year (1902) by about 29 per cent, 
eo that, looking back two yeare, we find 


the present tonnage output hae increased 


in these two years about 46 per cent,

silver-lead district. These, however, 
chipped lese than 100 tone each during 
the yenr. Of these 142 mines shipping, 
there were only 76 that shipped 100 tone 
during 1904, as against 74 in 1903, indi- 
Cating that there hae been no material 
addition to the larger shippers, such 
increaee as has been made in the num- 
ber of shipping mines being confined to 
the smaller high-grade properties, and 
being in reality largely due to the intro- 
duction of the “tribute system” of min- 
ing. The tota: number of men employed 
during the year in these shipping mines 
is almost exactly the same es in 1903, 
viz.: 3,306 as compared with 3,303.

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Interest in the mysteries of Africa, the favorite topic 
of Rider Haggard in his most famous works wili be revived 
by the official report of the archeologist who has been 
conducting investigations under the direction of the gov- 
ernment of Rhodesia. This gentleman, who is R. N. Hall, 
F.RG.S., and one of the authors of “The Ancient Ruins of 
Rhodesia,” has made a report recently on the results of twe 
years of investigation at Great Zimbabwe, following up the 
discoveries during a period of five years spent in the coun- 
try lying between the Zambesi and Limpopo rivers. 

This region teems with suggestions of deepest mystery 
and awe, which hover over some ancient people, who, it is 
now believed, toiled extensively for gold 3,000 years ago. 
The webs of romance woven by Rider Haggard in “King 
Svlomon’s Mines” and “She” find in Rhodesia their loca- 
tion in certain well-recognized districts, and to such an 
extent is this the case that it is a common saying in 
Khodesia that “King Solomon's Mines” walk the country. 
Rhodesia undoubtedly possesses ancient gold mines, but it 
also can show the buried ancient city and the lighter- 


skinned native race with Jewish characteristics outlined inj 


“She.” Great Zimbabwe is the buried city and the 
Makalanga (the people of the sun) are the lighter-skinned 
native rave, and these possess distinctly Jewish traits. 

Associated with the large number of ancient ruins of 
major importance scattered throughout southern Rhodesia 
ure the most extensive gold-workings known to the world. 
From these ancient mines, it is believed, on a conservative 
estimate, that $475,000,000 worth of gold was extracted in 
ancient times. The Great Zimbabwe is situated in 
Mashonaland, at 250 miles west of the ancient port of 
Sofala, on the Indian ocean. It appears to have been the 
inetropolitan centre of the ancient gold seekers, as it 
furnishes the most perfect and most extensive monumeats 
of prehistoric age to be found anywhere in southwest Africa. 

Saba was a world power situate in Yemen in South 
Arabia. The empire of Saba flourished long prior to the 
time of King Solomon, and subsequently to that period, it 
was arival to Egypt in power and world influence, in arts, 
culture, literature and civilization, and provided the basis 
of Phoenician alphabet. Saba enjoyed the m nopoly of 
the trade and navigation of the Indian ocean and its coasts. 
According to the Scriptures and ancient ‘jrecian and 
Koman history Saba was the gold purveyor of the then 
Marib was the capital of Saba and was the 
resilence of Bilkis or Balkis, the Sabacan queen who 
journeyed overland to Jerusalem and presented $5,000,000 
(present value) of gold for the decoration of King Solv- 
mon’s temple. 

So extensive are. the remains of the buried city that a 
On 
the north rise the precipitous cliff flanks of Zimbabwe hill, 
on which can be seen the massive walls of the Acropolis 
ruins, which frown down upon the valley below. In the 
centre of the valley and on a rocky knoll is Havilah camp. 
Far above the camp are the precipices of Zimbabwe hill, 
rising to a height of 35U feet, and the cliffs repeat a dozen 
times each shout from the camp, waking up the noisy 
chatter and barkings of the huge baboons, who spend their 
time in frolicking on the very summits and sky line of the 
cliffs. Pound the camp are euphorbia and Kafirbaum 


trees, and tall monumental aloes and these strongly suggest 
one’s presence in south Central Africa, 

All who visit the temple are impressed by the evidence 
of the hoary age of this building, and accredited archwol- 
ogists give the date of construction of the older portions as 
at least 1,000 years before Christ. The walls are of dry 
masonry, in granite blocks slightly larger than ordinary 
brick, The temple is elliptical in form. The main walls 
average in height 26 to 31 feet, and in width 15 feet 
at the base and 8 to lu at the summit. The cireumference 
of the exterior is 831 feet and of the interior 766 feet.

To Investigate Zinc. - ’ 


Mr. 8. 8. Fowler made a very important and decidedly 
interesting announcement at the Board of Trade meeting 
when he said that he had been informed from Ottawa that 
the Dominion Government proposed to appropriate the 
sum of $12,000 for the purpose of defraying the expense of 
an expert investigation into the zinc resources of Koot- 
enay, remarks the Neison News. This is something that 
has been advocated for several months past and will un- 
doubtedly prove very beneficial in making known to the 
world ia an authoritive manner the nature and extent of 
the zinc ore deposits of this section of the Province. It is 
to be hoped that Mr. Fowler’s information will prove 
accurate and that the work of investigation will be com- 
menced at an early date.

It isa clear case of the greatest uncharitableness 
thatin that small community people could insist upon 
blasting a man’s character and upon destruying his peace 
and home.”
